Sgt. Carl Lindh 
Sees Action 
First Day of Work 


Sgt. Carl Lindh, who returned 
to his duties with the Albany 
Police Department Saturday, 
found action on his first day. 


He and Officer George Sartain 
were on patrol when a call came 
at 9:45 p.m. that the burglar 
alarm at Eddie West's Outboard 
Motors at 1041 San Pablo Avenue 
had sounded. 


Lights out, the officers drove 
to the business. Lindh went 
around to the front and Sartain 
went to the back. As Sartain was 
squeezing through a board fence, 
he heard Lindh blow his whistle 
and shout, ‘Here he comes, 
George!” The man, Jose Giordani 
of Berkeley, halted when he 
reached Sartain, who had his 
shotgun in position, Lindh hand- 
cufted the prisoner and took him 
to Albany jail. 


Later, officers found Giordani 
had entered by breaking the win- 
dow on the door and reaching 
through to unlock it. He had 
dragged an outboard motor about 
eight feet out the back door and 
was on his way to get his car 
to load it. 


Giordani confessed the  bur- 
glary and also admitted taking 
about $75 worth of tools from 
Jack Johnson Motors at 1031 San 
Pablo on July 13. 

It was learned he had a fairly 
extensive juvenile record, was 
currently on parole and had been 
arrested previously for a Berke- 
ley burglary. He said he had been 
living in his car. 

Bail was set at $4,200. 

Sergeant Linh was seriously 
wounded May 26, when shot by 
robbers at Sam’s Pharmacy.

RAPID TRANSIT OFFICIALS URGE. 
FAVORABLE VOTE IN NOVEMBER 
AND THEY'LL TALK ROUTE ‘LATER’ 


Officials of the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District Thursday night 
told officials of three cities to 
vote for the proposed bond issue 
in November and the district will 
ese what it can do later about a 
route near the freeway. 

Barry Runnion Jr., chairman of 
Albany’s Rapid Transit Citizen 
Committee, is anything but 
happy over the outcome of the 
meeting. 

“There's only one thing to do,” 
he said, “and that’s to beat it on 
the ballot.” 


Seven or eight officials of the; 


Transit District met at the school 
administrative office last Thurs- 
day to discuss an alternate route 
near the freeway with officials of 
Albany, El Cerrito and Berkeley. 
The transit group had earlier at- 
tended a meeting of the Contra 
Costa. County Board of Super- 
visors, coming to the Albany 
meeting at the request of Ala- 
meda County Supervisor Kent 
Pursel, who chaired the dis- 
cussion. 

Although the meeting was an 
official one and had not been 
planned as a public hearing, 
many spectators attended, sitting 
inside the small board meeting 
room, while officials were forced 
to sit in the hallway near the 
door, 

El Cerrito Mayor Dewayne 
Boblitt objected to the routing 
along the Santa Fe right-of-way. 
saying necessary removal of

bany’s tax rolls and informed 
them their route along the Santa 
Fe will take the elevated right 
past Albany’s only hospital. 

Egenberger told officials they 
think nothing of shifting the line 
a mile in outlying areas of the 
county, but when they get to the 
so-called Albany-El Cerrito corri- 
dor, they refuse to shift it half a 
a mile. He pointed out pictures 
in the illustrated Rapid Transit 
prospectus book, showing sub- 
ways in metropolitan areas and 
space around every elevated 
illustrated. 


“When you come to Albany and 
El Cerrito, you give us the same 
old solution,” he said, adding that 
elevated lines in residential areas 
in the east are being torn down.
